Last April, council approved a deci-

Hinde said the cost of redevelopment 
could cost up to $2 million. 

Each year, Bay Beach costs the Town

lot maintenance. That cost is offset by 


Hinde estimates that a redeisgned 
waterfront will generate “$1 million in 
visitor spending annually." 

"I think this could be the catalyst to 
the revitalization of Crystal Beach,” 
Hinde said. 

The master plan’s draft recom- 
mendsa number of options that 
include repurposing the Lobster 
House as a pavillion, a splash pad and 
play structure, a new washroom, locker 
and shower facility, new benches and 
picnic tables, access for disabled peo¬ 
ple and the removal of the dance hall 
foundation. 

All of the plans call for reduced park¬ 
ing. Suggestions for the redevelopment 
of the parking system include increas¬ 
ing the parking fee from $5 to $10, 
stricter parking enforcement and add¬ 
ing dedicated dropoff and pickup zones 
near the beach. 

Hinde said there is also a possibility 
for residential development on the 
north side of Erie Road but it would be 
“limited to two to three storeys high.” 

A final report will be presented to 
council on Dec. 7.

Review of regional 
chair selection 
process a no-go 


Despite a final push by a 
handful of councillors, the con¬ 
cept of reviewing how the 

been put to rest. 

Siding with a decision made by 
the corporate services committee 
on Sept. 23, regional council at its 
Oct 1 meeting defeated in a 21-7 
vote a motion that called for 
review of the process. 

As a result, the chair will con- 
tinue to be appointed by 
regional councillors, and not 
elected by voters. 

It’s an issue that St Catharines 
Reg. Coun. Tim Rigby said has 

again over several terms. 

The motion would have 
allowed the Region to request 
review of the process through 
the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs. This would allow for con¬ 
versation to begin with the pub¬ 
lic about what should be done 
moving forward. 

“We could go through this dis¬ 
cussion and end up with some¬ 
thing entirely different than 
what we are talking about 
today,” Rigby said. 

Fort Erie Mayor Wayne Rede- 
kop felt council runs “a greater 
risk of losing solidarity and sup¬ 
port for the chair if it’s not some¬ 
one the members of this body 
have elected." 

He urged council to be “very 
cautious and careful” when con¬ 
sidering a model that would allow 
voters to choose a chair that coun¬ 
cil may not be supportive of. 

It's an issue that Redekop does 
not believe is pressing in the 
community. The number of 


Niagarans who know who the 
regional chair is, “is probably 
startlingly few,” he added. 

While Brian Heit does "favour 
an improved governance 
model,” which he believes Nia¬ 
gara is in need of, he does not 
believe a directly-elected chair is 
appropriate at this time. 

The St. Catharines regional 
councillor felt the funds 
required to run a campaign 
across the region would limit 
those able to properly make a 
bid for the position. A spending 
limit of a little more than 
$300,000 would be imposed.

regions that have moved to an 
elected chair model, Welland 
Reg. Coun. Paul Grenier felt the 
communities are not compara¬ 
ble in size or makeup. 

“I think this idea of an elected 
chair is a solution in search of a 
problem. We don’t really have that 
kind of problem here," he said. 

“The real problem, I think, 
manifested by the Greater Nia¬ 
gara Chamber of Commerce and 
others coming forward, they 
really don’t understand what we 
do,” he said, referencing a pres¬ 
entation made by the chamber 
at committee that asked council 
to move toward an elected-at- 
large model. 

"There is a disconnect 
between how we spend $1 hi! 
lion dollars on delivering good 
government to the citizens of 

Council “might want to take 
this as a teaching moment,” 
Grenier said, adding having this 
issue brought forward provides 
an opportunity to better educate 
the community about the 


Region’s work. 

St. Catharines Mayor Walter 
Sendzik, who previously held 
the role of chief executive officer 
at the GNCC, said some of the 
largest businesses in Niagara 
“believe in governance reform." 

“They believe it’s essential to 
who we are and where we’re 
going and they’d like to see 

Sendzik called it important to 
get the discussion, which could 
lead to a referendum in 2018, 
started. 

“Do we want (it) to get in the 
way of key priorities we’ve set as 
a council? No, (it) shouldn’t get 
in the way,” he said, adding
